Cotumsia, S. C. Barry Meyers. 22, has 
close-cropped black hair and a build that 
the tailors had in mind when they went 
Ivy League. He speaks with a soft voice 
singularly free of harsh accents and 
grammatical flaws. 

But Barry Meyers is not the darling of 
the girls at Radcliffe. By the time the 
band strikes up at Cambridge, Barry is in 
bed, in an ugly, dark green weather- 
boarded shack at the South Carolina State 
Fairgrounds here. 

The alarm clock next to his cot is set 
for 4:30 a. m.—a time that never seems 
far ahead—and at its call he must rush 
some 50 yards to the Thoroughbred barn 
of public trainer Robert N. Blackburn. 
there to begin a long day of hard, dirty. 
often repetitious work. The degree Barry 
seeks is that of LTT—Licensed Thorough- 
bred Trainer. 

Meyers has apprenticed himself to 
Blackburn. a veteran horseman with a 
reputation for developing young racers. 
“I wanted to learn how to train a race 
horse from the very beginning, when it 
is a green, unbroken yearling,” he says. 
He quickly discovered, however, that a 
kid around a horse barn is expected to 
handle other chores — rubbing horses, 
mucking out stalls, bandaging legs, pre- 
paring and distributing feed, etc. “I do 
a little of everything.” he says, “and I 
love it.” 

What’s with this kid? First off, he 
is the son of Harry Meyers, well known 
furrier whose elaborate showrooms and 
factory are located in the heart of New 
York City’s fur district. 

“Father and I used to ride horses in 
Central Park every Sunday,” Barry ex- 
plains. “I became interested in them very 
early in life. Finally, I went to New York 
Military Academy, a preparatory school 
just north of West Point. 

“At the Academy, they had a cavalry 
unit and I joined it right away. It had 
fine instructors, one I'll never forget. He 
was Maj. Donald C. Mitchell, who had 
served in the army’s mounted cavalry. He 
taught me how to ride properly and how 
to jump. We had a horse show at the 
school the first year, and I managed to 
win a couple of equitation classes. I en- 
tered 2 more horse shows before the se- 
mester was over and liked it so much that 
I went back that summer and waited on 
tables in order to stay near the horses. 
I competed in horse shows almost every 


week-end. In 2 years time, I won 27 blue 
ribbons and 4 trophies. In all I have 67 
ribbons.

Air Force. For 4 years, | was a radar 
operator: got out in August of this year. 
I thought I would like to be a_ horse 
trainer. I didn’t want to join father’s busi- 
ness. It takes years to learn the fur 
business. It’s a very difficult thing to be- 
come a top furrier and you've got to be at 
the top or you can’t survive in such rough 
competition. It wasn’t for me. 

“Dad has long been a race fan and has 
a good many contacts in the sport. He 
has been wanting to buy some horses and 
start a small racing stable. So we decided 
I would become a trainer and we would 
form a father-son team. He contacted a 
trainer named Weinstein. and I worked for 
him at Belmont Park this fall. Through 
Weinstein. [ met Mr. Blackburn. and he 
asked me to come down here where there 
is time to teach and time to learn. I ar- 
rived on November 15, and I have really 
learned a great deal already. I even help 
the foreman. Henry Scott. manage the 
stable when Blackburn is away.” 

Barry is not exercising horses himself. 
At 154 pounds he is 30 pounds under his 
Air Force weight, but still about 30 pounds 
too heavy to ride Thoroughbreds. 

He is proud of the fact that he is earn- 
ing his own way. His only social outing 
in Columbia was when Mrs. Blackburn 
and Mrs. Tad Legere. co-owners of the 
local stables, took him to a fashion show. 

He'll stay here until Blackburn breaks 
camp in late March. “I have a couple of 
offers, so maybe I'll join some stable this 
summer. Maybe, if I could get a good, 
experienced foreman and a good vet, I 
might plunge right into the training busi- 
ness this year. But it'll probably be next 
year before I try for a trainer’s license.”

Racing's Advocate in Texas 


Still Faces Long Odds 


By J. A. Estes 


Pari-mutuel wagering on horse races 
was legalized in Texas on May 25, 1933, 
when Gov. “Ma” Ferguson signed a bill 
which had been passed by a 2-to-1 margin 
in both houses of the legislature. The 
several million valuable dollars of the 
depression era which were expended in 
constructing Arlington Downs between 
Fort Worth and Dallas, Alamo Downs at 
San Antonio, and Epsom Downs at El 
Paso went down the drain 4 years later, 
in 1937, when the racing law was re- 
pealed. 

The vote to repeal was 115 to 21 in the 
House. 18 to 13 in the Senate. After this 
overwhelming show of public disfavor, 
Texas legislators exercised a cautious 
hindsight, assuming that advocacy of pari- 
mutuel proposals would be equivalent to 
quaffing a schooner cf political hemlock. 
The few who went so far as to ask for a 
return of the sport to the Lone Star State 
were met with a cold stare of offended 
righteousness. 

The legislature which meets in Austin 
next week may reject racing again, but 
not by means of the cold stare. The man 
who leads the campaign in 1961 is too 
brash to be affected by such treatment. 

Virgil Edward (Red) Berry, 61-year- 
old gambler and sinner. as he calls him- 
self—“IT haven't reformed.” he says. “I 
just’ retired” — made _ his first political 
campaign last year and was elected a 
representative from Bexar County (San 
\ntonio). The main plank in his  plat- 
form was in favor of a local-option horse 
racing bill. and next to it was opposition 
to a proposed 2 per cent sales tax. Ina 
vigorous campaign for the Democratic 
nomination last May. Red Berry “came 
from behind” to score a 7.474-vote ma- 
jority over the incument. James MeKay. 
2 prominent civic leader and past  presi- 
dent of the San Antonio Bar Association. 

Berry's salty comments. candor. and 
rapid-fire argument made him the most 
popular figure on San Antonio's television 
screens before the primary contest. He 
published about 45.000 copies of the tab- 
loid Berry Times, in which he reported 
that he “never cheated a man in my life.” 
\ppended to a brief biography of his 
favorite candidate was a promise: 
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“T swear I will not steal in Austin. I 
will pay my own way—board, room and 
DRINKS, if any drinks. And if I have 
dinner with any of the lobbyists I will 
pick up the check...” 

In October, Berry topped off his au- 
dacity by speaking before the San An- 
tonio Ministers Association—in an idiom 


which left no suitable quotes for the 
pulpit. The ministerial hackles rose 


several times during the discussion, es- 
pecially when the old sinner who had run 
a gambling place began talking of preach- 
ers who had done things worse than that. 

Along with his outrageous brashness 
Berry provided a steady flow of earnest 
argument in favor of racing, citing the 
distinguished citizens among its fans, the 
tax support given other states by Texans 
who cannot bet on horse racing at home, 
the tourist money that would be attracted 
by racing. the high ethical standards of 
the sport. and so on. 

Red Berry construed his victory as evi- 
dence that the people of Bexar County

wanted racing, and he thought the rest of 
Texas was like his own county. He had 
made pari-mutuel betting the principal 
issue, while his highly respected opponent 
for the Democratic nomination had 
“preached the horses a funeral, and all 
about what undesirables and trash and 
nothing but the underworld it would bring 
here.” 

Long before post time in Austin, Berry 
had made his plans, and they were as 
startling as his campaign. He proposed 
to offer a joint resolution amending the 
state constitution, along with antici- 
patory bill which would become law if 
the amendment was approved by popular 
vote next year. He wanted a change in 
the constitution to protect track promoters 
against sudden death in future legis- 
latures. He preferred making the proposal 
a joint resolution, which requires a two- 
thirds majority for passage, because it 
would not be subject Price 
Daniel's veto. 

If this bold attempt failed, as nearly 
everyone except Berry thought it would, 
Berry was prepared to offer the local op- 
tion bill alone. “But I do believe.” he 
told) Thoroughbred breeders in Texas, 
“the constitutional amendment would be 
the best and fairest, as that would require 
a state-wide vote and then a majority vote 
of the qualified voters of the county be- 
fore a license could be granted...” 

The amendment. as well as the bill, 
proposes to limit pari-mutuel betting on 
horse races to Dailas. Tarrant, Galveston, 
Bexar. El Paso. and Midland Counties on 
a loecal-option basis. It specifies limits 
of commission and taxes on mutuel pools, 
including 2 per cent fer the county. It

Park on December 26 by a neck from Henrijan. Finnegan (1) was in third place. 
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provides for a 5-man racing commission 
and for staggered terms, the governor to 
make one new 5-year appointment an- 
nually. It instructs the legislature to 
“create the Texas Thoroughbred Racing 
Protective Bureau as a department of and 
under the direction of the Department of 
Public Safety.” 

The proposal for a Texas agency to 
police the tracks is Berry’s reaction to 
the Thoroughbred Racing Protective Bur- 
eau, which he blames for his suspension 
by the California Horse Racing Board. 
He was reinstated last July, but still in- 
sists he “got a dirty deal” and that “it 
was the first time I was ever even called 
before the stewards in the 25 years I was 
around the tracks.” Berry had paid fines 
for operating a book. What incensed 
him. he indicated. was that the TRPB had 
overstated the amount of a fine paid in 
1946. (“It wasn’t $1.000; it was a bunch 
of $100 fines.) 

Aside from his unconcealed personal 
animosity toward the TRPB, Berry 
thought the TRPB proposal would work 
to the advantage of the amendment and 
the racing bill. 

In Austin, Red Berry would be facing 
long odds. The people who wanted racing 
in Texas were in an ambivalent position. 
Some of them would have preferred a 
holier advocate. But, as the votes in 
Bexar County suggested, holiness wasn’t 
everything. 


FLORIDA 


Bah ‘ezza 


Miami. Braulio Baeza is a serious-mind- 
ed young man, imperturbable in victory 
and in defeat. He does not have Bill Har- 
tack’s temperament, but his raison d’etre 
is much the same as Sweet William’s: 
Braeza is out to win on every horse he 
rides. 

Braulio, a Panamanian, speaks English 
fairly well. but he is much more at home 
with Spanish. He expresses his philosophy 
of riding in the same words in_ both 
languages: “I always try to win. That is 
why I ride.” 

Baeza is tall for a rider, but he has an 
excellent seat. He is a smooth rider who 
appears to hand-ride better than he whips. 
In Panama, in 1959, lié won 309 races, a 
remarkable performance, considering that 
races are held there only twice a week. 

Braulio came to America last year, 
and became an immediate success. He 
broke fast at the present Tropical meet- 
ing and quickly established the fact that 
he intended to stay on top. After 30 days 
of the 43-day meeting, Baeza had won 22 
races, 6 more than John Rotz, last year’s 
champion. 

Baeza won 5 races on December 12. 
and lost a sixth victory on a photo. 
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After one of his poorer days—one 
during which he had had only 1 winner— 
Braulio dressed leisurely after the eighth 
race as his agent, Camilo Marin, waited 
to drive him home. 

A drunk wandgred by. grabbed Baeza’s 
right hand and mumbled: “Buh-ezza. 
Bezza. 

Braulio smiled. shook the man’s hand. 
and enunciated his name. “Bah ’ezza.” he 
articulated. “Brolio.” The grinned. 
happily. and staggered off. while Baeza 
continued dressing. 


Baeza is no prima-donna. He works 
horses in the morning at Hialeah for 


Chuck Parke. trainer of Hooper's Flor- 
ida division. “It is good exercise for me. 
keep me in shape.” 

Braulio has 2 hobbies—movies and fish- 
ing. He spends most of his nights at home. 

“T knew this boy is a good rider in 
Panama and I hear he is coming to Miami 
on vacation.” Marin said. “Braulio had 
stake race down there and_ the 
owner and trainer took him to Florida. 
I met Braulio through Gigi Moore, a for- 
mer rider. | had had Yeaza (Manuel) in 
58 and Valenzuela (Ismael) in °59. I 
started as an agent in °35; had Fernando 
Fernandez book for 18 years. 

“He ride his first race in this country 
at Keeneland—and win it, on Foolish 
Youth. for Mr. Hooper. 

Baeza rode J. Graham Brown’s On His 
Metal in the Miami Beach Handicap at 
Tropical on December 31—for 2-year-olds 
at a mile and 70 yards. On His Metal had 
not run since November 19, and it figured 
that he’d need the race. This didn’t occur 
to many of the bettors, however. and he 
went off a 3-to-1 favorite. 

On His Metal made a good run. moving 
into fourth place on the stretch turn. 
then hung a bit through the drive and 
finished fourth. 4°4 lengths behind Lou 
Chesler’s Kings Song. Art GRACE

CALIFORNIA 
No Strike, Fast Track 


Los AnceLres. There was a_ strange 
build-up for the opening of the Santa 
Anita Park season. For weeks before the 
meeting got under way. on December 26, 
there were daily stories in the newspapers. 
and bulletins on television and radio, of 
a threatened strike by pari-mutuel clerks. 
For technical reasons that had something 
to do with collecting unemployment 
money in the event of a strike, the clerks 
decided to let Santa Anita open peaceably, 
and then strike. if they did not get their 
demands. on the second day of the season. 


Racing fans. acting as though there 
might not be any tomorrow. flocked to 
the track for the holiday inaugural in 
droves that broke virtually all attendance 
records. The crowd of 71.017 was the 
third-largest in Santa Anita’s history 
(topped only by the throngs that  wit- 
nessed the Santa Anita Handicaps of 1946 
and 1947). Unless the Kentucky Derby 
had drawn more, it was the largest crowd 
of the year in the nation. 

Sixteen were entered overnight for the 
inaugural feature. the $20.000-added 
Palos Verdes. at 6 furlongs. but the field 
dropped to 14 by post time. Fleet Nas- 
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he last sixteenth of the 6-furlong Las Flores Handicap, on December 31, and 


ir Gif he favored Swiss Roll finished in third place. Manuel Yeaza rode the winner. 


rullah. which would have been the board 
favorite. was scratched because his stable 
felt he might perform better in a smaller 
field. and *Notable If was withdrawn be- 
cause he seemed out-classed. 

Fols. certainly one of the best 
sprinters in the country during his late 
3-year-old and early 4-year-old campaigns. 
won the stakes in the colors of Neil S. 
McCarthy with the help of Willie Shoe- 
maker. 

Santa Anita was “dark” the next day. 
affording union officials and spokesmen 
for the Federation of California Racing 
Associations a final chance to resolve 
their difficulties. The deliberations began 
at 11 a. m. and were concluded at 4:45 
a. m. Wednesday. 

Terms of the agreement gave mutuel 
clerks a $l-a-day increase each year for 
the next 3 years, with management con- 
tributing 35 cents. 30 cents. and 35 cenis 
to the union pension fund over the 3-year 
period. The agreement was retroactive to 
last September. 

Ironically. the terms were the same 
offered to both the Teamsters’ union and 
the Mutuel Guild last fall. At that time. 
the Teamsters accepted the new contract. 
and if the clerks had done the same a 
lot of bickering would have been saved. 
and they would have been just as well off 
financially. 
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On the first Saturday of the Season, 
Bohemia stable’s Kelso. racing’s Horse of 
the Year in everyone’s poll. was scheduled 
to make his winter debut in the Malibu 
Stakes. But while indulging in an easy 
gallop on the morning of the race, Kelso 
took a bad step and wrenched the stifle 
in his right hind leg. 

After conferring with Dr. John Peters 
and Mrs. Richard C. du Pont. who had 
arrived by plane from Philadelphia only 
a few hours before. trainer Carl Hanford 
declared Kelso out of the 7-furlong stakes. 
Hanford later put in a call to Dr. William 
Wright. at Aiken. S. C.. who was to fly to 
Santa Anita to treat Kelso. 


“We have no idea yet how long Kelso 
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will be idle,” Hanford said. “The same 
thing happened to him as a 2-year-old, 
and limited his juvenile campaign to only 
3 starts. A mild counter-irritant will be 
applied to the stifle, and there is a chance 
that the horse will be completely okay 
within a day or 2. We will just have to 
wait and see.” 

With Kelso out of the way, C. V. Whit- 
ney's Tompion came from behind to collar 
New Policy and First Balcony in the final 
sixteenth, winning the Malibu by almost 
3 lengths in 1:2125. the fastest 7 fur- 
longs run at Santa Anita in 4 years.

KENTUCKY 


Claimer Beware 

A gelding named Royal Spy raced at 
Churchill Downs on November 9, 1960, 
and was claimed for $4,250 by Mary, 
Thomas. and William Bobbinchuck, of 
Cleveland, Ohio. Royal Spy finished last, 
and shortly afterwards the claimants in- 
formed the stewards that a unilateral high 
neurotomy had been performed on the 
gelding. and they asked the stewards to 
void the claim and return their money. 

People who claim horses never have 
had preferential treatment in the rules of 
racing. The Kentucky rule says: 

Claims are irrevocable. Title to a claimed horse 
shall be vested in the successful claimant from 
the time said horse leaves the paddock for the 
starting post, and said successful claimant shall 
then become the owner of the horse whether he be 
alive or dead, sound or unsound, or injured before, 
during the race, or after it... . 


The stewards, however, directed the 
former owner, James M. Levitch, to re- 
possess Royal Spy and to return the 
claiming fee. They also suspended the 
trainer, Clarence R. Mitchell, for an in- 
definite term and declared Royal Spy 
unfit for further racing in Kentucky. 

On December 19 the Kentucky State 
Racing Commission heard an appeal from 
the stewards’ ruling and last week they re- 
versed it, except for the clause barring 
Royal Spy from racing in Kentucky. 
Members of ihe commission, like the stew- 
ards. had sympathy for the claimants, but 
no further comfort. 

They did, however, commend the stew- 
ards for drawing the commission’s atten- 
tion to “the necessity for re-examiniation 
of existing rules to the end that consider- 
ation be given to the amendment thereof 
in 2 respects, (a) of barring from racing 
in Kentucky horses on which a neurotomy 
has been performed, and (b) pre-race ex- 
amination of entries to determine their 
soundness for racing purposes without 
unnecessary danger to the riders, the other 
contestants and in fairness to racing pa- 
trons and the public.” In these respects 
the Kentucky rules had lagged far behind 
those of other racing states. 
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Cc. V. Wuirney, industrialist 
and patron of the fine arts,

For 62 years. Cornelius Vanderbilt 
Whitney has been busier than a_ poor 
man. 

Soldier. statesman. author, champion 
polo) player. movie) maker, lumberman, 
airlines executive, harpooner of sharks, 
connoisseur of fine arts. and long-time 
racing man, C. V. Whitney in the fall of 
1958 took up residence at the Kentucky 
farm his father purchased some 45 years 
ago. 

“Il always wanted to live on the farm 
here and my retirement from various 
business activities finally made it pos- 
sible.” said Whitney shortly after settling 
at Lexington. “I wanted to be closer to the 
breeding end. the farming end of racing. 
Actually, haven’t had an opportunity 
to go to the races more than about 25 
times a year. The breeding end of the 
business is what interests me.” 

Whitney. although born into the game. 
did not take an active interest in racing 
for his first 30 vears. Raised on his grand- 
father’s Old Westbury estate on Long 
Island. Whitney entered Groton at the age 
of 12, was a chapel bellringer. substitute 
tackle. and member of the crew. Gradu- 
ated in 1917. he enlisted in the aviation 
section of the Signal Corps, was commis- 
‘sioned a second lieutenant in April of 
1918. was assigned to Carruthers Field. 
Texas. as a flying instructor. and had 
received his overseas orders the 
armistice was signed. At Yale (class of 
1922). he rowed on the varsity crew. cap- 
tained the squash team. and contributed 
to the Yale literary magazine. 

\fter college. he shouldered ore 
sack and a pick and went to work as an 
8-4:30 underground sampler for his 
father’s Metals Exploration Company. at 
Virginia City. Nev. Roscoe Channing. 
running the show there. was impressed by 
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C. V. Whitney's 
‘First Mullion’ 


On |5 occasions the horses owned by C. V. Whitney, his father, or 
grandfather had topped the list of money-winning owners, but not 
until 1960 had the stable grossed a million dollars. Needless to add, 
it was a satisfying year for an owner who gave up a busy business life 


to concentrate on his farm and horses. 


young Whitney’s earnestness and in 1925 
sent him into Manitoba, Canada, to ob- 
tain a 2-year lease on the Flin Flon mine, 
discovered 10 years earlier but not suc- 
cessfully worked. Whitney got the lease 
and Channing’s engineers applied the 
latest methods of mineral separation. The 
Hudson Bay Mining and Smelting Com- 
pany was formed to purchase Flin Flon, 
and in 1931. after an investment of some 
$2715 million for smelters. power plants, 
90 miles of railroad and such, the mine 
started operating. Six years later it was 
the second-largest zine producer and the 
third-largest copper silver producer 
in Canada. showing a profit in 1937 of 
$7 million. Whitney was chairman of the 
board from the start. and 3 years ago. 
after the resignation of Channing. he was 
elected president of the company. 
Whitney bought 150.000 acres in Mexi- 
co at public auction in 1924. improved the 
land by irrigation cultivation. and 
resold it 2 years later to the Mexican 
government for a $500.000 profit. With 
this money he started an airline which 
had the first contract to fly mail from 
New York to Boston. From this fledgling 
grew Pan American Airways. As_ chair- 
man of the board, Whitney was largely 
responsible for the company’s expansion 
into South America and across both 
oceans. In the early days Whitney made 
many of the survey flights. landing on 
beaches and camping in jungle clearings. 
He resigned his position with Pan Am 
just prior to accepting a commission in 
the Army Air Corps in December of 1941. 
These 2 business activities precluded 
Whitney’s taking an active interest in 
Turf affairs. But after his father’s death. 
on October 25. 1930. Joseph E. Widener 
and William Woodward urged that he 
take his father’s place with the West- 
chester Racing Association (Belmont 
Park) and Saratoga. Whitney. feeling 


that he should continue the family name 
in the sport. purchased (for $1,261,000) 
the Thoroughbred interests from 
father’s $71.771.303 estate, and a few days 
later Equipoise won the 1930 Pimlico 
Futurity in young Whitney’s name. That 
year, and for the next 3, the C. V. Whit- 
ney stable topped the lists of America’s 
leading owners. These were the years of 
Top Flight and Equipoise, Caterwaul, 
The Darb. Haleyon, Fall Apple, Jabot, 
High Glee. Roustabout and such. Tom 
Healey was head trainer, and Maj. Louie 
Beard handled the breeding end of the 
business. 

At Saratoga in 1933 Whitney dipped 
into the yearling market. going to $800 
for one purchase, a filly by *Sir Gallahad 
Ill. (“He was very popular then and I 
wanted her for a broodmare.”) This was 
the one-eyed Motto. leading money earner 
($28.935) in the stable the following 
year. When Whitney was second to Brook- 
meade Stable. which had such stalwarts 
as Cavaleade and High Quest. That win- 
ter a division of the Whitney stable was 
sent West for the re-opening of Santa 
Anita Park. and the Eton blue’ and 
brown was carried to victory in 4 of the 
first 9 stakes of the meeting. The Christ- 
mas Stakes. $5.000 added. was won by 
High Glee. Trumpery won the San Vi- 
cente Handicap; Jabot took the San Car- 
los Handicap; and Forced Landing cap- 
tured the San Gabriel Handicap. 

In 1935 Red Rain was the stable’s big 
winner ($45.950). and he was at the top 
of the Experimental Handicap. (“He 
really wasn’t what you would call a top 
horse.”) In the next 2 seasons the fortunes 
of the stable declined sharply, and Whit- 
ney announced his intention to retire from 
racing. In November of 1937 he dispersed 
his racing stable. selling 15 head for 
$119.600. The top price of $29,000 was 
paid by William du Pont Jr., for Dauber: 
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The following season, these horses earned 
$216,165, enough to top the owners list, 
had they remained in one stable. 

Whitney’s attentions were directed else- 
where at the time. He, along with a 
cousin, Douglas Burden, and Dr. Kingsley 
Noble, of the Museum of Natural History, 
were snaring sharks and various deep-sea 
fish for the world’s first oceanarium, Flor- 
ida’s Marine Studios, Inc., which Whitney 
founded in 1937 and still heads. 

He also was getting in his licks on the 
polo field. He formed and captained the 
Old Westbury team which won the Na- 
tional Open and Monty Waterbury Cup 
in 1937, and the National Open again 
in 1938 before the team was disbanded. 
There was considerable talent on the Old 
Westbury team: Mike Phipps (10-goal 
handicap ranking), Cecil Smith (10-goal). 
Stewart Iglchart (10-goal), and Whitney 
{6-goal). A substitute on this team and 
manager of Whitney’s polo stable, was 
Ivor Balding (7-goal). The team which 
Old Westbury defeated in its three cham- 
pionship matches was Greentree, whose 
players included Tommy Hitchcock Jr. 
{10-goal), Pete Bostwick (8-goal), Ger- 
ald Balding (8-goal), and cousin Jock 
Whitney (6-goal). Greentree had won 
the National open for 2 years before 
Old Westport hove into sight. 

While his colors were missing from the 
turf in 1938, Whitney had no intention 
of making their absence permanent. It 
seemed, though, that he should take one 
of 2 courses: sell the stock and farm and 
start from scratch somewhere else. or 
cull the mares, find a new stallion, and 
build up the Kentucky farm. He took the 
second. 

The broodmare band was reduced from 
about 120 to 50 mares. Ivor Balding was 
sent to Cornell in the summer of 1939 for 
a 3-month course in commercial farming 
and was then placed in charge of a gen- 
eral farm rebuilding program. An ex- 
tensive cattle breeding operation was 
started as a part of this over-all farm 
program. 

Whitney made inquiries abroad and the 
names of 5 stallions available for pur- 
chase were submitted to him. He was 
looking for soundness and speed and he 
selected *Mahmoud, which had gone a 
mile and a half in record time to win the 
1936 Derby but was considered primarily 
a middle-distance horse England. 
*Mahmoud was purchased “for about 
$80,000, as I recall” and arrived in Ken- 
tucky on November 29, 1940. 

“You know, there was a great prejudice 
here then against gray horses.” Whitney 
said. “I couldn’t get anyone to breed to 
the horse at first. Finally Henry Knight 
agreed to take all the outside services to 
him. But he was the only one at first.” 
(When honored at the 1958 testimonial

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To Each His Own 


“First let me say that I do not believe there is any set of rules which fully 
covers the breeding of race horses.” said C. V. Whitney, whose racing stables. 
composed primarily of home-breds. have earned an average of more than a 
quarter of a million dollars a year for the last 3 decades. “If there were a set 
of rules. everyone would be successful. I believe each breeder must work out 
some of his own breeding theories.” 

Whitney was seated in his Kentucky farm office. at a desk with horse jour- 
nals, past performances. a pipe rack. a loose-leaf pedigree book and various 
farm ledgers. He filled and lit a large. curved-stemmed pipe and addressed his 
attention to the many-sided subject of breeding race horses. a topic on which 
reasonable men with access to the same data have drawn varying conclusions 
ever since Henry VIII, for the betterment of the breed, forbade mating mares 
with stallions standing less than 14:2. 

In 1903 W. C. Whitney set forth his theory of breeding in a preface to a 
volume devoted to his mares (which were to serve as foundation stock in his 
son’s eminently successful breeding operation). The first Whitney to be prom- 
inent in racing observed that mares which had raced well themselves seemed to 
have the best chance of producing good horses. 

“It does not necessarily follow that these animals will be successes in the 
stud, as many things may prevent that.” W. C. Whiiney wrote of his 81 mares. 
“But from such mares. under favorable conditions. great successes come.” 

The breeder of 108 stakes winners puffed on his pipe. “I would not contra- 
dict my grandfather’s theory entirely.” he said, “for racing class in the mare 
certainly is important. However, I attach greater significance to conformation 
and pedigree than did my grandfather. 

“From my own experience on this farm. I have not found really top race 
mares to breed as well as might be expected. Regret, Top Flight, First Flight— 
they did not live up to expectations in the stud. First Flight was hard to get in 
foal. and some of her foals were deformed. 

“T have an idea that perhaps racing a mare too hard might impede her as 
a broodmare. I like a mare which has demonstarted stakes class without being 
over-raced. It seems to me that something is taken out of a mare if she is raced 
too hard. and this is substantiated in my mind by the successes I have had with 
lightly raced daughters or sisters of top race mares. First Flight’s sister, Swanky 
(winner at 3). produced Career Boy for me.” 

Whitney was asked how he would choose between a good race mare and 
her sister which had not raced as well. 

“T would not overlook the sister.” he parried. “I believe racing class in the 
mare is important. but I don’t place as great an emphasis on it as my grand- 
father did. Here on my farm. I assume that an unraced mare, by a good sire and 
from a good family. is a stakes-class mare. 

“IT had only one season to Tom Fool the year I selected Sunlight to go to him. 
She was unraced and 2a maiden mare. but I considered her to be potentially 
stakes class. and she produced Tompion.” 

Whitney was invited to express his views on the important factors in 
selecting ar. outside stallion. 

“TI first look to see if he is from a prepotent sire line, then to see if he had 
a good racing record. and then to his conformation.” 

Whitney opened one of the books on his desk and checked the stallions 
to which he had bred in 1960. Five mares went to Citation, 5 to Porterhouse, 4 
to *King of the Tudors. 3 to Barbizon, 2 to Needles, and one each to Tom Fool, 
Tim Tam. Swoon’s Son, Helioscope. *Arctic Prince. *Ballydam, Intent, and 
Thinking Cap. The others went to home stallions, 8 to Fisherman, 3 to Counter- 
point, and 2 to Mount Marcy. 

“[ like Fisherman end believe he will make a good stallion. He represents 
the Whitney blood on the bottom side—Broomstick and Peter Pan. I put his fee 
low because I wanted to fill his book.” 

Whitney said he made no attempt to select mares from among the many 
applications to Fisherman. 

“T don’t believe a man can pick and choose mares to insure success of a 
stallion. and I think there are several examples to back me up on that. I just 
hoped Fisherman would attract enough mares at a $500 fee to give him a fair 
chance. 

“T think Barbizon is an awfully good buy at $500. He is one of Polynesian’s

Aureole’s Year 


Thanks to the victories of Sir Victor 
Sassoon’s St. Paddy in the Derby and St. 
Leger, Her Majesty’s young stallion Aure- 
ole was the leading sire in British-Irish 
racing in 1960. Like his famous sire. Hy- 
perion, Aureole reached the top of the 
sire list when his oldest offspring were 4- 
year-olds. 

Bred by the late King George VI and 
foaled in 1950, Aureole was out of the 
high-class runner Angelola, by Donatello 
II out of the One Thousand Guineas win- 
ner Feola, granddam, through another 
high-class daughter, of Round Table. As 
a 3-year-old he was overshadowed by 
Pinza, and he had his best year at 4, 
when, with Pinza retired from the racing 
scene, he finished second in his first race 
and was afterwards unbeaten, his victories 
including the Coronation Cup, Hardwicke 
Stakes, and King George VI and Queen 
Elizabeth Stakes.

St. Paddy, counting the 
richest Derby on record among his 4 vie. 
tories. accounted for £71,256 of Aureole’s 
total. 

Aureole had not only the highest gross 
total, but afso the highest average per 
starter in 1960. The average first money 
per runner on the flat was £293.66, based 
on 5,816 flat runners and a first-money 
total of £1.707.952°4. Aureole’s 41 rep- 
resentatives earned 7.48 times their aver- 
age expectation of £293.66 per starter, 
This unusually high earnings index was 
mostly St. Paddy’s doing, of course; with 
St. Paddy omitted from the record, the 
other 40 runners of Aureole had a group 
index of 1.60 for the year, that is, they 
earned 60 per cent more than average ex- 
pectation. Aureole’s cumulative index 
now stands at 4.66, as indicated by the 
following summary:

The next-highest index among. sires 
represented by at least 10 starters in 
1960 was that of Never Say Die. whose 30 
runners earned 4.56 times the average 
expectation of £293.66 per starter. Mrs. 
Howell Jackson’s  American-bred One 
Thousand Guineas and Oaks’ winner 
Never Too Late was of course the leading 
money winner in this group. 

There were 255 stallions represented by 
at least 5 flat runners each in 1960, and 
75 of these. or 29.4 per cent, had indexes 
of 1.00 and upward, that is. runners whose 
first money equaled or ex- 
ceeded the average expectation of £293.66 
per starter. 

One of these, Fastnet Rock, had 16 
runners. including 6 winners whose first 
monies totaled £4.71314. The average ex- 
pectancy for this group was £4.698.56 (16 
times £293.66). Division of the actual 
earnings by the expectancy yields the 
quotient 1.0031, which is rounded off in 
stating the index as 1.00. Calculated in 
similar fashion, the earnings of Relic’s 
18 starters in 1960 are found to be 2.04 
times the average expectation. 

(In actual practice, the gross earnings 
are divided first by the annual average to 
obtain the adjustment, and the adjust- 
ment is divided by the number of starters 
to obtain the index. The figures thus be- 
come additive from year to year, permit- 
ting a cumulative appraisal, as in the case 
of Aureole. shown above.)

In that 
year he was unbeaten, winning several of 
England’s best long-distance races. in- 
cluding the Gold Cup at Ascot. The re- 
cently destroyed Hyperion, Alycidon’s ma- 
ternal grandsire. ranks next. if only the 
horses represented by at least 100 year- 
starters are considered. 

For Hyperion. Nearco. others 
whose progeny began racing before 1948. 
the records as given here are necessarily 
incomplete. It was not until 1948, shortly 
after the earnings index was devised in 
the offices of The Blood-Horse, that the 
Bloodstock Breeders’ Review began the 
practice of reporting the number of run- 
ners by each stallion annually. The 1960 
indexes. like those of the last few years. 
were calculated on the basis of data sup- 
plied by Mr. Franklin E. Birch. secretary 
of the Thoroughbred Breeders’ Associa- 
tion.

A Season 


Of Frustrations

Lonpon. When that burly and genial 
Yorkshire trainer Sam Hall led in Dal- 
namein after winning the Manchester 
November Handicap on November 12, he 
must have been one of the few racing 
men who were not thankful that the 1960 
season was at an end. 

For Sam it had been a season of tri- 
umph. and the most successful in his 
career. He had won the Lincolnshire with 
Mustavon in March and by the time the 
Manchester meeting was over he had 
turned out the winners of 64 races and 
was second only to Noel Murless for the 
training championship. In fact. if it had 
not been for St. Paddy. the Derby and 
St. Leger winner. Sam Hall, not Murless. 
would have been the leading trainer. 

The season was a triumph, too, for that 
fine young rider Lester Piggott who, in 
spite of weight difficulties, became cham- 
pion jockey for the first time with a 
total of 170 winners. 17 more than his 
nearest rival. Scobie Breasley. 

For most of us. 1960 will be a painful 
memory. The worst coughing epidemic in 
many years paralyzed most stables for 
months on end.

There was another American triumph 2 
days later, when Mrs. Howell E. Jackson 
won the One Thousand Guineas with her 
lovely filly Never Too Late II, which had 
finished second to Angers in the Grand 
Criterium at Longchamp the previous Oc- 
tober. This filly. trained at Chantilly by 
Etienne Pollet. had reappeared at Mai- 
sons-Laffitte early in April, winning a 
mile race in a canter, so it was not sur- 
prising to find her favored at 6 to 5 for 
the One Thousand.

The Derby 


The so-called “trials” at Chester, York, 
and other meetings had been a big disap- 
pointment in that they showed that the 
English colts were below standard.

Angers. leading 2-vear-old of 1959, had 
won his 2 races. both over a mile and a 
half. in the style of a top-class colt. The 
Irish. too. had every reason to be pleased 
with the their candidates. 
Alcaeus had won the Dee Stakes at Ches- 
ter. while his stable companion Kythnos 
had won the Irish Two Thousand Guineas.

Die Hard, from the powerful O’Brien 
stable, was another which was strongly 
fancied. Although he had not run as a 
2-year-old, he had yet to be beaten in his 
second season, and it was hoped that he 
might turn out to be another Ballymoss for 
his American owner, John McShain. 
Tulyartos, which had finished just in front 
of St. Paddy in the Two Thousand was 
still another Irish possibility. 

The 1960 Derby was a tragedy. Al- 
though it was won in convincing style by 
St. Paddy, which beat Alcaeus by 3 
lengths, with Kythnos close up in third 
place, it is impossible to forecast what 
the result would have been if all had gone 
well with Angers, which started as_ the 
favorite at 2 to 1. 

The tragedy occurred soon after the 
field had commenced the long descent 
around Tattenham Corner. Angers, carry- 
ing the colors of Mrs. Ralph Strassburger, 
dropped back from the middle of the field 
to nearly last. He then disappeared below 
the heads of the crowd. and it was obvious 
that he had fallen. 

One of the race course veterinarians, 
who had been following in a car from the 
start, found that Angers had broken his 
near fore cannon bone and had shattered 
his fetlock joint and pastern. The horse 
was destroyed on the spot: in fact. he was 
dead before St. Paddy had passed the 
post. It was indeed a cruel blow for Mrs.

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Strassburger, whose late husband had 
been trying for years before his death in 
1959 to win a Derby. 

St. Paddy, a bay colt by Aureole out 
of Edie Kelly, by Bois Roussel, was the 
fourth Derby winner owned by Sir Victor 
Sassoon and the third ridden by Lester 
Piggott. There were many who considered 
him the worst Derby winner in recent 
years. Except for the ill-fated Angers, 
his opposition was moderate; in fact, 
most of them went through the season 
without winning a race. But no _ horse 
could have won the Derby in more con- 
vincing style. and I, for one, rate St. 
Paddy as being well up to standard. 


The Oaks 


The Oaks, run on June 3, 2 days after 
the Derby, was a triumph for the French, 
who for the second time in 6 years pro- 
vided the first 3 to finish. 

After her convincing win in the One 
Thousand Guineas there were few who an- 
ticipated the closeness of Never Too Late’s 
victory. Most thought she would win by 4 
or 5 lengths, but it was only by a head 
that she beat Mrs. Strassburger’s filly 
Paimpont, which was 2 lengths in front of 
Baron Guy de Rothschild’s Imberline, a 
half-sister to Shantung, the unlucky one 
of the 1959 Derby. 

Never Too Late had been well back en- 
tering the straight and it looked long odds 
against her or her 2 compatriots finishing 
in the first 3. But so moderate were the 
English fillies that they could produce 
nothing with which to hold off the French 
challengers in the Jast 2 furlongs. 

It was a rough-and-tumble sort of fin- 
ish. Many harsh words were spoken and 
some undignified scenes were enacted in 
full view of the public. But to my mind 
there is no doubt that, given a clear run. 
Never Too Late would have won much 
more easily. It was claimed, however, that 
she had interfered with Imberline in the 
last 50 yards. (Later in the season Never 
Too Late. Paimpont, and Imberline were 
well beaten in the Prix Vermeille at 
Longchamp.) 

The result of the St. Leger showed that, 
with the exception of St. Paddy and the 
French colts Charlottesville and Angers, 
the 3-year-olds on both sides of the Eng- 
lish Channel were a poor lot. The race 
was won with the utmost ease by St. 
Paddy (6 to 4 on), which beat Die Hard 
by 3 lengths, with Sir Winston Churchill’s 
colt Vienna third. 

The only French challenger was Marcel 
Boussac’s Anaram II, second choice at 
9 to 2 on the strength of having won a 
good-class race at Deauville. But the 
Boussac colt was never in the hunt and 
finished last of the 9 runners. 


Weight-for-Age Races 


For once the French opposition in the 
King George VI and Queen Elizabeth 


Stakes (£23.345). run at Ascot on July 16, 
seemed negligible. The race was consider- 
ed to be a formality for the great filly 
Petite Etoile. which had beaten the 1959 
Derby winner Parthia with some ease in 
the Coronation Cup, at Epsom in June. 
Petite Etoile started at 5 to 2 on. but 
after Lester Piggott had conserved her 
staying power till the last possible mo- 
ment. she could make no impression on 


Sir Harold Wernher’s Aggressor, which 
beat her by half a length, with the Irish 
colt Kythnos 4 lengths away third. Many 
blamed Piggott for delaying his challenge 
so long. but he had no alternative. The 
going was very heavy and Petite Etoile’s 
ability to stay a mile and a half in such 
conditions has yet to be proved.

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now had won 11 races, 4 of them at Ascot, 
for Sir Harold, who had tried without 
success to sell him as a yearling. Sir 
Harold had paid £15.000 for the Nearco 
mare Phaetonia when she was carrying 
Aggressor as the result of a mating with 
Combat. 

For the eighth time since the war, the 
Ascot Gold Cup was won by a French- 
trained horse. This time it was Sheshoon 
carrying the colors of the late Aly Khan. 
who had been killed in an auto accident a 
week earlier. 

Sheshoon. trained by Alec Head and 
ridden by Australian George Moore. beat 
the Italian colt Exar by a length and a 
half. with the French horses Le Loup 
Garou. Bel Baraka. and Minstrel II oc- 
cupying third, fourth. and fifth places in 
a field of 6 runners. 

Sheshoon’s pedigree is English. He is 
by Precipitation out of the Nearco mare 
Noorani, dam of the French Derby win- 
ner Charlottesville, also trained by Head. 
Later in the season Exar paid tribute to 
Sheshoon by winning the Goodwood and 
Doncaster Cups. 


The last of the important weight-for-age 
races—the Champion Stakes. run over 
10 furlongs et Newmarket on October 15 
-—produced only 4 runners. and there is 
little doubt that Petite Etoile would have 
won if coughing had not kept her off the 
course. Apostle. the only English runner. 
was favored. mainly on the strength of 
having run St. Paddy to three-quarters of 
a length in the Voltigeur Stakes at York 
in August. Apostle later failed miserably 
in the Laurel International. 

The other runners were Barclay, win- 
ner of the 1959 Trish St. Leger, Never Too 
Late. and the Italian filly Marguerite Ver- 
nault. which had traveled 800 miles by 
train and boat from Milan. Apostle never 
looked like justifying his support. and 
Marguerite Vernault got up to beat Never 
Too Late by half a length in a terrific 
finish. 

Marguerite Vernault comes from that 
famous establishment controlled by Donna 
Lydia Tesio and the Marchese Incisa della 
Rochetta. which has been responsible for 
Nearco. *Ribot. Botticelli. and = many

The only bright spot on the horizon 
seems to be a colt which, having only run 
once, does not qualify for a Free Handi- 
cap rating. This is Sostenuto, a small but 
beautifully proportioned chestnut colt by 
Never Say Die out of the *Tudor Minstrel 
mare Arietta. third in the 1956 One 
Thousand Guineas. 

Sostenuto’s only appearance was in the 
one-mile Gainsborough Stakes at Hurst 
Park on October 18. After taking the 
lead 2 furlongs from home. he won. this 
race in a canter by 6 lengths from The 
Axe. which had beaten the Gimerack 
Stakes runner-up Prince Tudor in the Im- 
perial Stakes at Kempton on September 
17. 

Sostenuto was receiving 12 pounds from 
The Axe at Hurst Park. but it was a most 
impressive performance by a colt which 
had not run before and which has plenty 
of scope for improvement. He was trained 
by veteran Capt. Charles Elsey. who re- 
tired at the end of the season and handed 
over his stable of 80 to his son Bill, a 


former fighter pilot who had been his as- 
sistant for several years. 

Sostenuto is owned and bred by Phil 
Bull. whose successes in the last 20 years 
have been sensational. This outspoken 
Yorkshireman. a bachelor of science and 
proprietor of the Timeform publications. 
can claim the fantastic record of 85 per 
cent winners from the horses he has bred. 
His average earnings index is 4.75.

dinner of the Thoroughbred Club of 
America, the late Henry Knight, breeder 
_of Greyhound and Nail, remarked, “Never 
bred a gray horse that wasn’t a good 
one”). 

Whitney and Balding agreed it would 
take about 10 years for the farm rebuild- 
ing program to be reflected in the racing 
stable. It took less, but Whitney wasn’t 
around to see the first hloom. A few days 
after Pearl Harbor he had changed his 
colors to sky blue, with crushed cap and 
gold oak leaves. 


His principal combat duty was in North 
Africa during the Alamein campaign. 
There he did the intelligence work and 
wrote the operations for the Ploesti raid, 
for which he was awarded the Distin- 
guished Service Medal. Most of his other 
work was staff duty for the Army Air 
Corps. In 1951, Whitney’s account of his 
war experiences was published under the 
title Love and Level Sands (from Shelley’s 
Ozymandias). 

A print of the noted photograph show- 
ing the dramatic raising of the American 
flag on Iwo Jima hangs in Whitney’s farm 
office and under it Whitney has written: 

“In February 1945, I accompanied the 
Secretary of the Navy Forrestal as special 


Army Air Force observer on a tour of the 
Pacific battle fronts. We were aboard 
Admiral Turner’s command ship ‘El Do- 
rado’ in the assault task force on Iwo 
Jima. Boarding her at Saipan, our vessel 
led the force carrying the assault troops 
of the 4th and 5th Marine Divisions from 
Saipan to the beaches of Iwo Jima. On 
D-Day plus 2. the Secretary, accompanied 
by General Howland Smith of the Ma- 
rines, Capt. ‘Whitey’ Taylor and myself, 
went ashore on Red Beach. From a dug- 
out several hundred yards inland. we 
watched the Marines complete the final 
assault on Mount Surabachi and plant the 
American flag on the summit. Emotion 
was so tense that General Smith broke 
into tears. From our position, we could 
view this amazing feat of valor with our 
naked eyes. Shortly afterwards the Japs 
started an intensive artillery barrage upon 
Red Beach and we were forced to make 
a hurried exit. All hands escaped un- 
seathed.” 

After the group had retired to a ship 
just off Red Beach, Whitney was _ in- 
formed that one of the men aboard wished 
to speak with him. 

In the midst of a particularly heavy 
barrage. a sailor appeared from below. 
“Colonel Whitney, I just wanted to know 
how Yankee Maid was coming. I rubbed 
her for 14 years when I was working at 


your farm, and I wondered how she was 
getting along.” 

Whitney tried to pull his attention from 
the war bursting outside. It was a mo. 
ment before he could answer. “Oh, I’m 
sorry. Yankee Maid died only _ this 
spring.” 

“Thank you, sir, just wondered,” the 
sailor said, and he returned to duty. 

After the war, Whitney served as 
Assistant Secretary of the Air Force under 
Stuart Symington, and in 1949 he became 
Under-Secretary of Commerce. After 
Whitney’s resignation, in April of 1950, 
President Truman wrote that Whitney had 
demonstrated “rare judgment and effi- 
ciency” during his public service. 

The farm rebuilding program and the 
appearance of *Mahmoud’s first Ameri- 
can foals were reflected to a substantial 
degree even before the war was over. 
In 1944, the stable earned $172,434 to 
rank sixth on the owners list. *Mahmoud’s 
daughters, Monsoon, Recce, and Fly- 
weight. were successful. Then came the 
big one, First Flight. 

Syl Veitch, who had been working with 
the horses on the farm for several years, 
took a formidable crop of 2-year-olds with 
him when he became trainer of the eastern 
division of the Whitney stable in 1946. In 
the group were First Flight, which won 
the Fashion, Astoria, Matron, and Fu-

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turity and was voted champion juvenile 
of the season; Phalanx (in which Whitney 
had purchased a half-interest from breed. 
er Abram S. Hewitt), voted champion 3. 
year-old of 1947; Mother ($70,130), Bas. 
togne, and Bright Song. The stable 
zoomed to third place on the owners list 
with earnings of $489,260 in 1946. 

The following year, the stable slipped 
2 notch into fourth place, although earn- 
ings reached $612,085, the greatest annual 
total earned by any Whitney stable in 50 
years. This was the year Phalanx carried 
the Whitney colors to victories in the 
Wood Memorial, Belmont, Dwyer, Empire 
City Stakes, and Jockey Club Gold Cup. 
Monsoon, then 5, won the Santa Margarita 
for the California division trained by L. T, 
Ruff. First Flight picked up the Mon- 
mouth Oaks, Bastogne won the Experi- 
mental, while *“Mahmoud’s 2-year-olds 
Ghost Run, Mackinaw, Vulcan’s 
Forge won stakes. 

In 1948 the stable again ranked fourth, 
and Phalanx again was the biggest wage 
earner ($80,675), despite winning only 
the Daingerfield Handicap. First Flight, 
Mount Marcy, Quarter Pole, and Vulcan’s 
Forge also were stakes winners although 
the latter 2 were sold late in the season. 
The next 2 years were lean ones but in 
1951 Whitney came up with Counter- 
point, winner of the Peter Pan, Belmont, 
Lawrence Realization, Jockey Club Gold 
Cup. Empire City Handicap, and Empire 
City Gold Cup. The colt was far and 
away the best 3-year-old around. 

In 1952, Whitney returned to Holly- 
wood. He had been there before, in the 
1930's. With his cousin Jock, he had 
formed Pioneer Pictures, Inc., and had 
made “La Cucaracha,” the first 3-color 
live-action short, putting Technicolor on 
the map. Enlarging their facilities, they 
made “A Star Is Born,” then “Rebecca,” 
and finally, “Gone With the Wind.” These 
pictures were financed solely by the 
Whitneys and were produced by a young 
comer named David O. Selznick. 

Twenty years later, after helping the 
financing of the first Cinerama_ produc- 
tion, Whitney formed Whitney Pictures, 
Inc. With John Ford directing and John 
Wayne acting, Whitney Pictures started 
out with the $3 million “The Searchers.” 
A bit actor in this one was C. V. Whitney, 
a member of a Texas Ranger posse. The 
firm also turned out “The Missouri Travel- 
er” and “The Young Land.” 

While in Hollywood, Whitney resigned 
from The Jockey Club, to which he had 
been elected in 1930, thereby becoming 
the first to leave the austere body since 
Foxhall Keene quit in a huff in 1937. 
Whitney said that his sole reason for 
quitting was that he fully intended, at the 
time, to make California his permanent 
residence and would be unable to attend 
the New York meetings. He did not 
think it proper to be a member of an

organization in which he could not play 
an active part. 

As trustee. he still is quite active in the 
American Museum of Natural History 
and the Whitney Museum of Art, but he 
has resigned from a similar position with 
the Metropolitan Opera Company. 

Whitney always liked museums. He was 
one of the founders of the National Mu- 
seum of Racing at Saratoga and was its 
first president. For this, in 1951, he was 
honored by the New York Turf Writers 
Association at a testimonial dinner, the 
second unanimous selection for the honor 
in 30 years. 

Two years ago he opened the Whitney 
Gallery of Western Art at Cody, Wyo. 
Critics called it the finest coliection of 
western art in the United States. Amidst 
the Remingtons and Russells is a statue 
of Buffalo Bill sculptured by Whitney’s 
mother, Gertrude Vanderbilt Whitney. For 
years the statue had stood at the eastern 
gateway to Yellowstone National Park. 

Whitney’s hobbies? “I suppose tennis 
first, then I do a good deal of fishing, a 
little golf, and of course we keep riding 
horses here on the farm so we can get 
in some riding every day.” 

Whitney’s racing activities last season 
hardly could be considered a hobby. Tom- 
pion’s victory in the Malibu Stakes on the 


. last day of the year raised the stable’s 


earnings for 1960 to $1,039,091. With 
Counterate’s success in the Clark Handi- 
cap in November Whitney already had 
become the first owner, other than Calu- 
met Farm, to surpass the million-dollar 
mark in seasonal earnings. 

Big horse in the stable last season 
was the 3-year-old Tompion which earned 
$258,607, largely off victories in the Santa 
Anita Derby. Blue Grass, Bernard Baruch, 
Travers, and Malibu Stakes. Dotted Swiss, 
4-year-old son of Counterpoint, earned 
$222,150 with triumphs in the Cortez, 
Hollywood Gold Cup, Sunset, and Laur- 
ance Armour Handicaps, and_ Silver 
Spoon, 4-year-old daughter of Citation, 
won the Santa Monica, Santa Maria, Santa 
Margarita, Milady, and Vanity Handicaps 
before her retirement in October with 
total earnings of $313,930. 

Other stakes winners in the Whitney 
stable last season were Bright Silver, 2- 
year-old daughter of Native Dancer, which 
won a division of the Lafayette Stakes 
and the Debutante Stakes at Churchill 
Downs, and Chinchilla, 2-year-old son of 
Counterpoint, which won the Tyro Stakes. 

Whitney, of course, was the leading 
owner of 1960. It marked the 15th time 
since the turn of the century that horses 
owned by the Whitneys—grandfather, 
father, and son—had topped the list.

Nan’s Mink earned $106,716, his stakes placings in- 
clude the Tyro S., U. S. Hotel S., Sanford S., 
Grand Union Hotel S., Delaware Valley S., Rumson 
H., American Legion H., Princeton H., and the 
Sport Page H. Speed was his forte, and he had the 
soundness and class to back it up.

Mink is a half-brother to the dam of Lucky G. L. 
(stakes winner $101,125), and Gesticulator ($155,- 
840). His dam is a half-sister to the dam of Candle 
Wood (Garden State S., $146,162); out of a half- 
sister to Sporting Blood (Travers S., 2nd Belmont 
S., ete.), Felix (Flash §.), and two other stakes 
winners. This is also the family of the classic win- 
ner Capot.

Wanted: Experience 


When a horse goes down in a race and 
suffers an injury of such a nature that he 
is destroyed on the spot, the crowd vicari- 
ously shares—and usually exaggerates— 
the animal’s suffering. People turn to one 
another and ask, “Why can’t the veteri- 
narians do something about broken bones? 
Why do they have to destroy the horse?” 

The veterinarians have been asking 
themselves the same questions for several 
years. Now they are prepared to wager 
that they can do something to repair 
broken bones in the race horse. The wager 
is being made on an if-money basis. They 
can save animals such as are now being 
destroyed only if they have enough money 
and enough co-operation to gain the ex- 
perience necessary for the proper hand- 
ling of emergency cases. 


Leader in an effort to bring about a 
major advance in the treatment of bone 
and joint injuries is spry little Jacques 
Jenny, professor of orthopedic surgery in 
the College of Veterinary Medicine at the 
University of Pennsylvania. Dr. Jenny, 
who has supervised the successful treat- 
ment of a number of famed horses, in- 
cluding Swaps, is chairman of a com- 
mittee through which the American Asso- 
ciation of Equine Practitioners hopes to 
revise the procedures in handling horses 
which suffer fractures on the race track. 

At the AAEP convention in Chicago in 
December, 1959, Dr. Jenny told the prac- 
titioners that many of the supposedly in- 
surmountable obstacles “could be cleared 
with an ounce of zeal,” and he proceeded 
zealously to outline a course of action. 
Last year he and the other committee 
members worked out the plan in more de- 
tail and presented it to the Grayson 
Foundation and to the veterinarians. Es- 
sence of the report was that greater skill 
in handling fracture cases depended upon 
a faster accumulation of experience, and 
the accumulation of experience depended 
upon changing certain attitudes and pro- 
cedures outside the veterinary field. 


The Public Can Be Assured 


First problem considered in the com- 
mittee’s proposal, as presented to the 
Grayson Foundation in October, was that 
of public opinion. 

. . There is no doubt that the race 
fan would rather see the injured animal 
taken away in an ambulance and, if neces- 
sary, destroyed in the relative privacy of 
the stable area. With proper organization 
this could not only be done, but the horse 
could be taken away with a first-aid splint. 


This would prevent further complication 
of the fracture and avoid the ugly sight 
of the animal standing on 3 legs with the 
obviously broken one dangling. 

“There are those who maintain that it 
is cruel not to end the suffering of a 
horse with a fractured leg as quickly as 
possible. People who understand _ the 
pathology of a fracture or have suffered 
fractures themselves know, however, that 
the horse with the dangling leg might be 
frightened, that it must have had a mo- 
ment of sharp pain when the fracture 
happened, but that for a period of 20 
minutes to half an hour after the injury 
the fracture area is numb. ; 

“These people further know that a 
properly immobilized fracture is not very 
painful, even after sensation comes back. 
As a rule, it is only for the first 48 to 72 
hours after the fracture has occurred that 
analgesics are given to human fracture 
patients, unless it be a complicated frac- 
ture. 

“Thus the public can be assured that 
it is not cruel to treat a horse with a 
fracture. In fact, such common equine ail- 
ments as periodic ophthalmia, colic, or 
bowed tendons are surely more painful 
than a properly treated fracture. 


The Tracks and the Owners 


“Provided that prompt first-aid treat- 
ment could be administered, there are, 
thus far, no valid objections to fracture 
treatment in horses from a humane point 
of view. The next step should therefore 
be the establishment of first-aid facilities 
for injured horses on race tracks. Since 
race track management is going all out 
to please the betting public, the fact alone 
that the people in the grandstand would 
rather see a first-aid than a wrecking 
crew remove the injured horse from the 
track might be incentive enough to invest 
in a horse ambulance and some first-aid 
equipment. 


“There are modern tracks with hospital 


facilities for people, but there is nowhere: 


a clinic for injured horses. The difference 
between 75 per cent and full rehabilita- 
tion of an injured race horse might well 
hinge on the availability of surgical facil- 
ities close by.” 

Assuming that tracks would train some 
of their personnel as first-aid crews and 
provide equipment for emergency treat- 
ment. a third major obstacle remained. 

“A quite basic objection to fracture 
treatment in horses is voiced by the owner 
and trainer. If the injured animal hap- 
pens to be a gelding, or a colt with no 
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stud value, and little chance for a come- 
back even if the broken bone heals, it is 
understandable that the owner has no in- 
terest in treatment. 


“There will, however, always be the 
million-dollar stud or the valuable brood- 
mare prospect, and a veterinarian is ill- 
equipped to treat those if he cannot gain 
experience on the plater. If these horses 
without future could be taken off the 
owner's hands and channeled to a_hos- 
pital rather than to the abattoir. the 
greatest obstacle in the path of progress 
in large animal fracture treatment would 
be removed.” 


For the First Year, $8,850 Needed 


When it came down to the brass tacks 
of organizing and financing its plan of 
action, the AAEP committee turned to 
the Grayson Foundation for help, especial- 
ly for receiving and dispensing the funds 
necessary. Grayson’s president, Clarkson 
Beard, of Lexington, reported that “we 
do not have the financial resources to em- 
bark on such a program at this time,” 
but he hopes that interested persons and 
organizations will make contributions to 
set the plan in action, under the direction 
of a joint committee from the AAEP and 
the Grayson Foundation. 

For the first year of operation the com- 
mittee set up a budget of $8.550. If the 
money becomes available. it proposed first 


to establish a pilot unit “to explore the 
possibilities and  contraindications for 
different procedures.” 

Largest item in the first-year budget 
was $5,000 for cost of treatment of 10 
horses, at an average of $500 per horse. 
Another $2,000 was to be allotted to per- 
fection of a first-aid splint, a device al- 
ready developed and demonstrated by Dr. 
Jenny. The other items listed were $300 
travel expenses for meetings with track 
officials and instruction of first-aid 
crews: $500 for special instruments and 
supplies; and $750 to maintain 5 horses 
on a farm for a month or two after hos- 
pitalization. 

The money required during the second 
year was estimated “at about the same 
level.” Presumably a larger number of 
cases would be handled, but this increase 
in expense “should start to be offset by 
salvage revenue” from the sale of horses 
which had made good recovery. 

If horses continue indefinitely to be 
destroyed as a result of fractures on the 
race track, a new answer may be given to 
the question, “Why can’t the veterinarians 
do something about it?” The veterinar- 
ians alone cannot do much about it until 
they have the co-operation of several 
groups and enough financial support to 
develop the necessarv skills and equip- 
ment.
